tile, crudities from indigeſtion, a ſenſe of weight ſrom the region c? 
the ſtomach, an ill colour in the face, a langoid pulle, {welling in 


the feet, and a diſturbed ſleep without refrefiment. 


When this difcharge is occaſioned by an error i» the patients“ 
regtmen, an oppoſite courſe to that which induced the di ſorder muſt 


be perſued, together with two teaſpoonfuls of tnat celebrated medi-

oaſioned by too frequent uſe of ſalt, high- ſeaſoned viftuals, ſpiritu- 
Gus liquors, violent agitation of the paſſions of the mind, from 
loſſes. gaming. fear. anger, grief, &c, It may be obſerved likewiſe, 
that too great exerciſe does as much harm, as moderate is ſervi- 
ceable ; eſpecially if the patient is ſubjett to chis flux from other 
cauſes ; ſuch as too ſrequent repetition of the venereal act, or from 
a miſcarriage. 


SUPPRESSION OF THE MENSES, 
BOERILAAVE lays, that as ſoon as a healthy female arrives 


at her full growth, ſhe generates more blood than can be convenient- 
ly contained in the veſſels; wherefore the ſuperfluity is evacuated 
by che 1tcrine arteries, and this called the menſes ; but from whatever 
cauſe this flux is obſtructed (except in a ſtate of pragnancy) means 
ſhould be uſed immediately to reſtore it. When a female has ar- 
rived io the perioa when the menſes uſually begin to flow, and they 
do not appear, but on the contrary her health and ſpirits begin to de- 
eline, it will then be proper, to place her in a ſituation where ſhe 
can have exerciſe, and enjoy the benefit of free air and agreeable 
company, inſlead of keeping her confined to the houfe ; and let

When obſtructions proceed from a viſcid ſtate of blood, in wo- 
men of a groſs and full habit ; evacuations, and ſuch medicines as 
attenuate the humours, are neceſſary ; the pauent in this caſe ought 
to be bled, and bathe her feet in warm water frequently; to take now 
and then a cooling purge, and regularly two teaſpoonfuls three times

Sydenham looks upon tht 
diſeaſe to be a ſpecies of the Hyfteric affection, which is known H 
the paleneſs and diſcolucetion of the face and the whole body. 


The above complaint indiſputably ariſes from liſting or ſup- 
preiling the calls of nature at this veinal ſcaſon, or juvenile ſpring. 
of life, when the primary com nand of God, © encreafe and mu. 
tiply,” is moſt ſenſibly unprefied upon the whole human fabrio. 
Every tube and vellel appertaining to the genial ſyflem, being 
now filled wich a procreative liquor, excites in the female a power- 
ful, yet perhaps involuntary, irritation of thg parts; which ſtrong- 
ly olicits che means of diſcharging their load by yeyercal embra- 
ces.

the face is diſcoloured; there is a pain in the ſmall of the back; 


the app2tite is loll, and the eyes and feet ſwell, 


It moſt generally proceeds from a dehilitated ſlate of the body, 
chiefly from indolence, or excellive uſe of tea, collce, or any other 
weak, watcry diet. Some women have a periodical ſlux of the 
whites, inflead of the m-nſes....It is attended w'th a pain and 
weight in the loins, cloudy urine, a loathing after ſome things, and 


2 longing after others. 


Barren women and thoſe who are moſt liable to miſcarry, are 
ehiefly troubled with the whites. Ihe feet ſwell by day and the 
face by night; it is attended with a C:ificnity of breathing, and a 
p2pitation of the heart, Ihe dilci,arge is ſometimes ſo ſharp as 
to ulcerate the parts, which. however, is ſoo healed by a little com. 
mon cerate. It brings on dropſies and conſumption, which if not 
ſpeedily remedied, puts a period to the patient's exiſtence. It is 
ſcmetimes attended with an acute pain, that the paticnt cannot bear 
coijugal embraces, 


It may be known from the venereal diſeaſe, (which is ſome- 
times of great conſequence to diſlinguiſh) by the whites ceaſing at 
the time of the menſes, and do noi appear again until tke courſes 
are over; hut a venercal running remains conſlantly upon the pa- 

tient,

tient, even at the ſame time as the monthly diſcharge, Dr. Pit- 
earn relates a caſe which laſted four years, during which time 
the diſorder returned regularly every new moon, and continued 


eight days, 


The whites often alſlict maids of a weakly conſtitution, as well as 
married women and widows ; indeed there are few of the ſex eſpe- 
cially ſuch as are any way ſickly, but have known it more or leis,

To uſe phlebotomy becauſe her periodical viſits diſappear, is 
abſurd and puerile, for 1t cannot be a manly argument, that we 
ought to laviſh away that fluid which nature demonſtrates her want 
of, by her care to preſerve it.

become too notorious to be doubted. and too dreadful in its con- 
fequences to be indulged in; I mean that abominable vice Onan- 
hn, or ſecret venery :.. And certainly none of them can take it 
amis if, for their advantage I endeavour to remove the evil con- 


ſequences of it; and prevent, as much as poſſible, its continuance. 


tus ſecret vice is chiefly a fault in both fexzs nothing, there- 
fore, can be of more importance to the preſervation of human kind 
in general, than the endeavouring to prevent a practice that ſtrikes 
at the very root of fecundity, and, is particularly deſtructive to 
to young men as well as women; but beſides its wickedaeſs, it 
is the moſt prejudicial thing that can be to the human confluuuon; 
Its bad effects on the body are very many and great. If prattiſed 
often, it relaxes and ſpoils the retentive faculty. It occaſions the 
whites in women and glects in men...

approach the marriage bed, which heaven has deſigned for the 
feat of the higheſt ſenſual enjoyments! when they reflect, that 
their v27tue on the firſt amorous encounter, is liable to ſuch ſuſ- 
Picions as may never be worn off, but which may render uncom- 
fortable, the life both of her, or otherwiſe her afedtronate nf 
dand !

Whatever hurts the digeſtion, or prevents ihe proper aſfimilation 
of the ſood, has likewiſe this effect; as long falling, exceſs of 
eating or drinking, uſe of windy, crude, or unwhoiefome auments ;

patient that an effecrual cure may be obtained, but a ſpeedy one 1 
is not to be hoped for—lt is better not to be difcouraged by a \ 
few inelfectual efforts th relieve the complaint; but it muſt be 
remembered, that frequently the more gradual and progreſſive 
the cure, the more certain and permanent it will prove.” 
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RULES TO BE OBSERVED IN THE CURE On 
NERVOUS DISORDERS. 

Perſons afflicted with Nervous diſeaſes ought never to faſt long. 
Their food ould he ſolid and nouriſhing, but of eaſy digeſtion ; 
all exceſs ſhould be carefully avoided, Hot meats are burtful, 
They ought never to eat more at a time than they can digeſt ; 
but if they feel themſelves weak and faim between meals, they 
oaght to eat a bit of bread. and drink a glaſs of wine, with two 
tea-{poonfiils of the Cordial Balm of Gilead added thereto... 
Heavy ſuppers are to be avoided. . J hongh wine in exceſs en- 
feehles the body and impairs the faculties of the mind, yet taken 
in moderation, it ſtrengthens the ſſomach and promotes digeſtion.

Exerciſe in nervous diſorders is equal if not ſuperior to me- 
dicines. Riding on horſeback, is generally eſteemed the beſt, 
as it gives motion to the whole body without fatiguing it. 
Walking, however, agrees better with thers .. Every one 
ought to uſe that which is found to agree beſt with their con— 
ſtitution, Long ſea voyages have an excellent effect, and to 
thoſe who have ſufficient reſolution, this courſe ought by all 


means to be recommended. Every change of place, and the 
fight 
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fight of new objects, by diverting the mind, have a great ten« 
dency to remove theſe complaints... For this reaſon, a long jours 
ney, or a voyage, is of much more advantage than ſhort 
journeys at home. During any of theſe courſes, the Cordial

dry air is proper, as it invigorates the whole body. Few 
things tend more to relax and enervate than hot air, eſpeci- 
ally that which is rendered ſo by great fires in ſmail apart- 
ments.

It has generally been thought that nefvous 
diſeaſes are ſeldom radicaliy cured ; but that their ſymptoms 
may te ſometimes alleviated, and the patient's life rendered 
more comfortable by proper medicines, is, 1 believe, univer- 


fally allowed. 
Now I will venture to affirm, that if the following mode be 


purſued, there will be no doubt of a radical cure being obtain- 
ed. In the firſt place, I would recommend a vomit of 20 grains 


of Ipecacuanha, and when the patient is coſtive, a little rhu- 


barb or ſome other mild purgatives ſhould be taken, and the 
body ſhould never be ſuffered to be long bound. All ſtrong, 
violent purgatives are, however, to be avoided, as alves, jallap, 
Sc. an infufion of ſenna and rhubarb in brandy, anſwers 


very well, This may be made to any ſtrength, and taken

ADVICE ro BATHERS, 
Particularly in Nervous and Hypuhondriac Complaints, 


NOTHING . tends more to ſtrengthen the nervous ſyſtem 
than cold bathing. This practice, if duly perſiſted in, will pro- 
duce very extraordinary effects: but when the liver or other viſ- 
cera are obſtructed, or otherwiſe unſound, then cold bathing is im- 
proper... It is therefore to be uſed wich very great caution... 
'The moſt proper ſeaſons for it are ſummer and autumn. It will 
be ſufficient, eſpecially for perſons of a weak habit, to go into the 
cold bath three or four times a week, and after coming out to take 
two or three tea- ſpoonfuls of the Cordial Balm of Gilead, which 
will prevent that chillineſs which is apt to enſue after bathing, 
more particularly to nervous perfons, and which, if not guarded 
againſt, will prove highly prejudicial ; and I would recommend a

Sanctoriotis obſerves, 
chat the inſenſible perſpiration 15 d1inſhed, and the concoftive 
faculties weakened by exceſs of vegery; ard in his ſeveral aphot- 
ms, reckons up the damage procecdiug from this baneful habit, 


FHypocrates gives an account of two perſons in fevers, brought 
en by exceſſive venery, one of whom ee pd not however wich- 
out great difficulty, after a ſevere fit of ſickneſs which lafled till the 
24th day, and the other died about the fame time of that weakneſs 
and debility which he had brought on himlelf, by this moſt hornd 


ag abominable practice of ſelf- pollution, : 
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The 4 celebrated author, f in treating of the many FR 53 
which ariſe from venereal excelles, ſays, © That the Tabes Dor- 
Valio, or Medulla Sghi nalit, (which is a conſumption of the back) 
happens moſtly to thoſe who are over leacherous in {el{-abuſe, or 
lately married; they are without a ſever and cat heartily, but gra- 
dually waſle away. And! 13 ven Ar the patient how hs is affected, 
he will ſay there 2npears to bim as if anis were creeping down the 
ſpine, (back bone) fiom the top of che head: a great quantity of 
liquid ſcmen is alſe diſcharged when he makes urine or goes to 
Bool; nor docs be retain nis ſemen in his {lc ep, but has involun- 
tary emiſſions whether he, ſeeps with his wife or not: and when he 
takes much exerciſe he feels a great wearineſs and debility, a ſhort- 
neſs of breath, a beavineſs 1 in the head, and a tingling in che 
ears.“ 

Such is the late of choſe deplorable victims, who, if they have 
not timely relief, periſh with the /ipyria, a moſt Jreadful diſeaſe, 
wherein the internal parts are conſumed with a burning heat, and

The deſſructive and pernicious habit of Onaniſm, or ſelſ. pol- 
lution, is recorded in the 98th chapter of Geneſis, as the crime vt 
Onan, the ſon of Judah, with a view, no doubt, of tranſmiuing 
to pollerity his challiſement: and we learn from Galen, that Dio- 
genes puliuced himſelf by committing thys crime. In ſcripture, 
beſides the inſtance of Onan, we lind fe!f-polluters termed em. 
nate, filthy, and abomi nabe. 


Pliny, the naturdlilt, informs us that Cornelius Gallus, the 
ancient Præter, and Titus Etherus, the Roman Knight, died in 
the very att of contion, There can be nothing more dreadful than 
what Celſus and Athivs tells us of that abominable vice. The 
former ſays, © that theſe pleaſures are always hurtful to weak 


people 
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people, and the frequent indulgence, of them deftroys even the 
ſtrongeſſ conſtitutions. The laſt celebrated author draws a molt 
horrid picture of: he ſhocking- cenſequences that are produced by 
this vile practice. and ſays that young people have the air and ap- 
pearance of ol age; they becomes pale, efleminate, benumbed, 
lazy. baſe, flupid, and even imbecile! their bodies become bent, 
their leys are no longer able to carry them: they have an utter 
diſtaſte for every thing, and are totally incapacitated, and many 
bec ie haralytick. The ſtomach is diſordered, the body is weak» 
ene, paiene's, bodily decay, and emaciation ſuccced this deſtiuc- 


tive abit, and the eyes fink into the head. *

without perhaps the hope of a ſingle plank to eſcape upon, If 
ſometimes early infirmities give them notice, if the danger terri- 
lies them for ſome moments, when the infirmity is relieved, and

thing ellentially plealing, which creates in them an idea of felicity 
not to be defcrived, nor to be compazed to any thing except to 
heaven 11elf, If ihe love is pure, the bliſs is che greateſt inan 


can wiſh for: but beware, O youth, beware! Jet this noble 


paſlion be guided by reaſon, left it ſhould hurry thee headlong 


into luſt: for if that be thy misfortune, farewel to love, and 


every other ſocial virtue; thor art ruined ſor over ! 


& Sacred inſtinct firſt kindles the ætherial fire; and when that 
pair meet whole inclinations come in nniſon, they proclaim to 
each other, with palpitating endearments, that there is a ſecret 
anxiety for becoming united ino one. If this is not repugnant to 
the laws of chaſtity, and agreeable to the laws of nations, there 
now remains nothing but the embrace to complete their felicity, 
agreeable to the ditiates of inſlinct. If this is concluded, and the 
period arrives, nature then prepates ; and the ideas centre in tns. 
act only: the blood increaſes in velocity; and like the attractive 
power of magneuſm, they cement as they approach in contact. 
The members of generation, by the influx of the animal ſpirits, 
are eager to unite ; the erectores penis contratt themſelves and

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| is parts of the crura round the vagina, and 4 ale become in an 
obfgure alternate motion, which is communicated to the vagina;

„ When the glans reaches the entrance of the vagina, the car- 
unculæ myruformes gently give way; and by the mucus preſſed 
from the lacunz, the penis — lubricated, by which for the 
moſt part it ſoon gains way. The ſenſe of this 1 is exquiſite, and 
ſets as it were the whole muſcular fabric in agitation, almoſt in- 
voluntarily. The Tartorious, petiineus, vaſtus externus, vaſtus in- 


ternus, rectus femoris, tne rectus and obliquis abdominis, act in con- 


cert, and in oppoſition with, and to the latiſſimus dorſi, giutzous, | 


biceps femoris, gaſlrocnemius, &c. in order to agu ate the penis to 
\ Tiftzon, This is greatly aſſiſted on the woman's fide, by obſcure mo- 


ions of the ſame nature; but in particular it is heightened by the. 


vagina, the al, and the whole pudendum ; the labia being ſwelled 
up ſofily compreſſes the penis, as do the alæ: but in particular the 
vagina, belng utilated by the friction, contracts and dilates agree- 
ably, by which che pleaſure greatly increaſes to both partes, 
Ip the mean time the clitoris partakes not a little of this pleaſing 
ſenſation; communicates the ackiing to the rotunda, which by 
te alternate motion ſets che uterus, the fallopian tubes and the 
ovaria allo in action.

When 
the moment of extacy is ended, the parties wake up as from a 
trance, and ſeem to be {mothered in bliſs. The muſcies now 
ſl>cken, the veins which jult before were diflerded with rariſied 
blood, contract; the menwrum vicide becomes flaccid, the foro- 
tum contracts itſelf, aud the whote body feels a lenſation of lai - 
tude, accompanied with a ſatiety, perhaps not unbke that we fe! 
after a good dinner, When the finelt ſauce has loit for a while n 
favour, The female, after ſuch a {ſucceſsful coition, (where x 
conception is tae reſult) generally feels a gentle cull, and that from

Exceſſive venery produces lathiude, weakneſs, numbneg, a 
feeble gait, head ache. convulſions of all the ſenſes, dimneſb of 
light and dulneſs of hearing, an idect look, a conſumption of we 
lungs and back. and eſhminacy : thoſe evils are increaſed by a 
perpetual itch for pleaſure, to which the miud and body hal be 
ſo much accuſtomed , that it is dillicult to wean themſelves from 
it; whence follows obſcure dreams and frequent erections, wich 
are occaſioned by the influx of ſemen, which however ſmall be- 
comes a burden and a ſtimulus, which will be diſcharged from the 
relaxed cells by the very ilightelt eflort, and even ſometimes with- 
out any effort at all, Thus it 1s, that this horri practice deſtroys 
the flower of our youth, and nips them in their bud. Dr. Raft, 
a celebrated phy ſician at Lyons, relates that a young man, a ſtu— 


dent in medicine, died of the excels of this kind of debauchery.

Ihe idea of his crime had made ſuch an impreſſion on his mind | 


that he died in a kind of deſpair, fancying he ſaw hell opening 
on every {ide of him, ready to receive him. Ile hkewile aſſures 
ns, that he fiw a child of fix or ſeven years old, (inſtrutted by a 
fervanc maid) polluting himſelf fo often, that he died of a flow fe- 
ver. His rage for (his act was fo great, that he could not be re- 
ſtrainec from it the very laſt day of his life; and when he was in- 
formed that he thereby haftened his death, he conſoled himſelf in 
faying, he ſhould go to his father; who died a few monchs before. 


Frequent repetition of the aft of ſelf-abuſe has been followed 
in ſome inſtances by an emiſſion of bod inflead of ſemen. It is 
alio umverlaily acknowledged that we are equally ignorant of the 
nature of ſpirit, and the nature of matier, but we know that theſe 
two parts of man are fo intimately united, that all the change 
which the one undergoes is felt by the other; this obſervation 
equally points out to us, that of all the diſorders, there are none 
which more quitkly affef the ſoul than thoſe of the nervous ſyſ- 


tem. 


„ Youth (ſays M. Linnæus) is the important period for 
framing a robuſt conſtitution, Nothing is ſo much to be dreaded 
as the premature or exceſſive indulgence of amorous pleaſure; 
hence ariſe weakneſs of fight, vertigoes, loſs af appetite, and men- 
tal decay, A body that 15 enervated in youth never recovers 
itſelf; old age and infirmues ſpeedily come on, and the thread of 
life is ſhortened, No care ſhould be negletted that may contri- 
bute to the elegance and ſtrengch of the body; (the exceſſes 


which I treat of are equally deſtcuthve to both) for the founda- 


tion of a happy old age, is a good conſtitution in youth; temper- 
ance and moderation at that age, are paſſports to happy grey 


hairs.“ 


Sanctorious furniſhes us, in his obſervations, with the prima- 
ry cauſe of this peculiar danger. . Moderate coition (ſays he) 


!* uſeſul when. nature ſolicits for it; when it is ſolicited by the 
Q imagination, 
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imagination, it weakens all the faculties, and parucularly the me- 


mory.“ This is eaſily explained: nature in a ſlate of health, does 


not inſpire deſires, but when the viſicula ſeminalis are replete with 
a quantity of liquor, which has acquired ſuch a degree of thickneſs 
as to render its return into the maſs of blood diſſicult, chen coition 
is both neceſſary and proper. But when we ſubject ourſelycs te 
laſcivious deſires, when we have no occaſion for them, it is the 
imagination, luſtful habit, and not natures that importunes then, 


Another cauſe why thoſe who practice ſelf- pollution are debi- 
litated is, independent of the emiſſion of the ſeed. the frequency of 
erection, though imperfect, greatly weakens them; every part 
that is in a flate of tenſion exhauſts the powers, and they have none 
to loſe : the ſpirits are conveyed thither in great quantities, they 


are diſſipated, and this occaſions weakneſs : they are wanting in 
the performance of other functions which is thereby only unper- 


fettly done. 


When a perſon has habituated himſelf to confine his thoughts 
to one idea, he becomes incapable of any other: its empire is fix- 
ed, its reign is deſpotic ! upon the molt ſerious occaſions, he ſinds 
his thoughts occupied with luſtful deſires and conceptions, and 
wiſhes to withdraw from obſervation, that he may indulge in his 


darling fin. 


It is evident in what manner the conſtitution is injured more 
by this habit than by a natural connection; for after exceſhve

hearts, and multiply our joys ?“ 


The increaſe of dangerons conſequences flowing from maſtur- 
bation is too obvious to need comment, they are too ſenſible of it 
thernſe]ves, for the ſhocking remorſe with which it is followed, 
when inet has opened the crimmal's eyes, he ſees his crimes and 
Dis dangers, and feels 


c The fling of pleaſure which remorſe ſucceeds.” 


When the maſk is dropt, and the real picture of their conduct
